Washing ton, Ju ne 13.—Last nig ht 
the senate p assed the resolu tion p ro­ 
p osing an amendment to the federal 
constitu tion p rov iding for the direct 
election of senators by direct v ote. 
This action of the senate mar-red 
the su ccessfu l cu lmination of an cl'- 
fort that has ex tended ov er more than 
a qu arter of a centu ry to bring thi 
qu estion before the state leg islatu res 
The resolu tion was p assed by the sen 
ate by a v ote of 04 to 24, two-thirds oi 
those p resent, or 59 , being nooess;:r> 
to carry the p rop osition. 
The resolu tion as adop ted, howev er, 
carried with it the so-called Bristow 
amendment, which will necessitate its 
retu rn to the hou se of rep resentativ es, 
which had already p assed it. 
If the 
hou se acts fav orably on the resolu tion 
in its amended form, which secm- 
likely , it will g o to the states for rati 
fication as an 
amendment 
to the 
United States constitu tion. The Bri.- 
tow amendment retains to the federal 
g ov ernment p ower ov er the manner, 
time and p lace of holding elections for 
United States senators. 
The sou th 
erners op p osed the amendment cn the 
g rou nd that it would g iv e the federal 
g ov ernment p ower to interfere with 
the so-called g randfather clau se in the 
constitu tions of the sou thern states. 
The v ote on the Bristow amendment 
was a tie, 44 to 44, and Vice President 
Sherman cast the v ote which tacked 
the 
amendment to the 
resolu tion. 
Up on the v ice p resident alone may 
ev entu ally rest the resp onsibility for 
the failu re of the resolu tion, for sou th­ 
ern senators declared that it would 
nev er be accep ted in its p resent form 
b y the leg islatu res cf sou thern states. 
These are the senators who v oted 
ag ainst the resolu tion on the final p as 
sag e:

“It is the only motive that will 
help y ou to live a Christian life,” 
declared Evang elist Orr. “ For

Sprir.efield, 111., June 13.—Illinois 
newspapers are appearing with just as 
much crime news in their columns a- 
ever. This is permitted b ecause Gov 
ernor Deneen has vetoed the Church 
b ill, which prohib ited the pub lication 
of such news. 
In vetoing the b ill, Governor Deneen 
said: 
"This b ill prohib its the pub lica­ 
tion of any detailed account, state­ 
ment or description of certain enum­ 
erated crimes, acts or conduct in any 
b ook, newspaper or magazine, or any 
other written or printed pub lication. 
“This provision of the b ill seems 
to b e altogether too sweeping in its 
prohib ition 
The pub lication of such 
news is often an aid to the pub lic au­ 
thorities in the detection of crime, as 
■well as a spur to the exercise of their 
b est efforts in securing the apprehen­ 
sion and punishment of offenders. 
“This provision of the b ill is an un 
warranted interference with the lib er 
ty of the press in a m atter which is 
often of great importance to the pub lic 
and the administration of the criminal 
laws of the state.”
